New York, Dec. 18.— P resid ent Elect 
W ilson held up a w arning finger to 
any m an who might deliberately sta rt 
a p.xnie in th e United S tates in ord er 
tos show 
th a t 
intended 
legislative 
policies w ere wrong. 
In a speech at 
the banquet of the S outhern society of 
New 
York he declared th at he had 
heard 
sinister 
predictions 
of 
w hat 
would follow If the D emocratic party 
put into effect chan ges in economic 
policy. 
T he president elect first distinguished 
in his BjxM'ch betw een "n a tu ra l” and 
" u n n a tu ra l” panics. 
Ile said th a t in 
m any cases panics had com e naturally 
because of a m ental disturb ance of 
people with reference to loans and 
money generally. 
"B ut the m achinery Is in existence,” 
ho said, "by which the thing can be 
deliberately done. 
Frankly, I don’t 
think th ere is any man living who 
dares use the m achinery for th a t pu r­ 
pose. 
If he does, I prom ise him, not 
for m yself but for my fellow country­ 
men, a gibbet as high as D am an ’s.” 
T he governor added th a t he m eant 
no literal gibbet, for that is not pain­ 
ful, but he said it would be a gibbet of 
public disgrace which would live “as 
long as the m em bers of th at m a n ’s 
family survive.” 
"A m erica with her eyes oj>en isn t 
going to let a panic happen,” contin­ 
ued th e governor, "but I speak as if I 
expected it— as if I feared it. 
I do not. 
I am afraid of nothing.” 
The governor told his h earers of his 
strenuous day in New Jersey. 
"W e thought we straig hten ed things 
out in New Jersey," he said, "but they 
won t stay straig h t.” 


New Jersey Can’t Lose Him. 


“T h ere are some people in New J e r­ 
sey who are happy th a t they can 
count the days when they can get rid 
of me. 
But they a re not going to get 
rid of me. 
A man can live in W ash ­ 
ington and know what is going on in 
New Jerse y and a man can say from 
W ashington 
w hat 
he 
thin ks about 
New Je rse y and he can say it in the 
only most effectual way— by m ention­ 
ing names. 
"I have gone through a cam paign 
in w hich I endeavored to speak of 
things, not of persons, but you speak 
of persons by implicating them w hen 
you speak of things and the plainer 
you m ake th e implication the m ore 
effective you make the mark. 
T he 
only way to keep out of trouble in the 
future is to see th at your nam e Is con­ 
nected with th e right thing. 
“ I say this not as a th reat, but to 
convey this intim ation, th at men h ave 
got to stand up and be counted and 
put th e ir nam es down. 
I think as 
soon as men see this is business, and 
not am u sem ent, an enth usiasm will 
arise by which it 
will be revealed 
th a t ho nor and integrity of purpose 
breed m ore prosperity than any o th er 
things in the world. 
“God knows the poor suffer enough. 
A man would h esitate to tak e a single 
step th a t would involve any fu rth er 
suffering. 
W e 
m ust 
move 
to 
th e 
em ancipation of the poor. 
“Some people are m aking all sorts 
of sinister predictions as to the tro u­ 
ble we are going to g et into at W ash ­ 
ington. 
I d on’t think there should be 
any concern, because It is going to be 
public trouble and a g reat Jury is al­ 
w ays going to know w hat the evi­ 
dence in the case is.”
